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COLLEGE AT AGE 164 
THIS above all others is a land of educa­ 
tional experiments. There are no stodgy 
norms. The rigid classical education of half 
a century ago is, as old Omar put it, “with 
yesterday’s 7.000 years.” 
Progress, or at least progression, is by 
trial and error. That is why an experiment 
of admitting 400 male scholarship students 
under 164 years of age, 60 per cent of 
whom will not be high school graduates, de­ 
serves general attention. It will be partici­ 
pated in by Columbia, Yale, Chicago and 
Wisconsin and financed by the Ford Foun­ 
dation 
Fund 
for 
the 
Advancement 
of 
Learning. 
Also, to give the program a fairer range 
for testing purposes, it was expanded to in­ 
clude a girls’ college, a municipal univer­ 
sity, a smaller coeducational college and 
a smaller college for men that gives both 
arts and engineering degrees. 
Only students of high standing in school 
and in college board examinations will be 
considered. The fundamental idea is to give 
brilliant youths, younger by two years than 
ordinary freshmen, two years of a liberal 
arts education before they arrive at the 
draft age. 
This is on the assumption, which remains 
to be proved, that boys of 164, if of “emo­ 
tional maturity,” can “profit from work of 
collegiate rigor and content.” • 
What is not made clear with reference 
to the three-fifths of the students not high 
school graduates, but who must have com­ 
pleted their sophomore years, is how much 
they will lose by going without one or two 
years of secondary education. 
These years are not usually regarded as 
expendable, as only marking time between 
the ages of 164 and 18 or 19. That would 
be a serious reflection on secondary school 
education generally. 


CRAVING FOK SECURITY 
A DECLARATION that “the craving for 
security is sapping the spirit of this nation” 
has been made by Dr. Robert J. McCrack­ 
en, pastor of Riverside church, New York 
City. He added: 
“Because of it the pioneer psychology 
has given way to soft living. We are so tak­ 
en up with collective security that we are 
forgetting to stress the case for individual 
initiative. We had better be on our guard 
against a society which mistakes comfort 
for civilization.” 
A craving for national security and for 
that of the still free world is the worthiest 
of aspirations. But to “guard against a so­ 
ciety which mistakes comfort for civiliza­ 
tion” is a warning Americans ought to heed 
at all times. 


It is a little early to write about the 
Fourth of July, although if plans are to be 


made for elaborate celebrations, it is none 
too soon to be thinking about it. 


I rarely join committees and organiza­ 
tions, but when Dr. James W. Fifield Jr. 
of Los Angeles, asked me to be one of 56 
founders of the “Committee to Proclaim 
Liberty,” I joined his company under the 
biblical motto “proclaim liberty through­ 
out all the land unto all the inhabitants 
thereof.” This appears on the Liberty Bell 
in the sanctuary in Philadelphia. 


Dr. Finfield’s concept is to have the 175th 
anniversary of America’s freedom under 
God celebrated not with firecrackers and 
accidents on the roads but as a national re­ 
ligious festival. This is the plan: 


“The celebration involves: Bells of every 
church in the nation ringing for ten min­ 
utes at noon on Independence Day; clergy­ 
men of all denominations preaching ser­ 
mons on freedom under God on the Sab­ 
bath preceding the 4th of July; and each 
citizen taking time on the 4th of July to 
read the Declaration of Independence.” 
That seems to me to be the right idea, for 
if America means anything to this genera­ 
tion of crisis, it must include in its philos­ 
ophy the first hundred or so words of the 
Declaration of Independence which estab­ 
lished us as a nation. 
The Constitution and the Bill of Rights 
provide the mechanics of government. The 
heart of this people, 
the spiritual 
core 
without which our national existence 
is 
meaningless, is in the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence. 


It is a curious circumstance in our his­ 
tory that the mature and intellectual men 
who risked their lives to sign the Declara­ 
tion of Independence found their justifica­ 
tion not in the evils of their king but in the 
authority of God. It was a theocratic con­ 
cept of political life. Their words are so 
clear: 


“When in the course of human events, it 
becomes necessary for one people to dis­ 
solve the political bands which have con­ 
nected them with another, and to assume 
among the powers of the earth, the separ­ 
ate and equal station to which the laws of 
nature and of natures God entitle them, a 
decent respect to the opinions of mankind 
requires that they should declare the caus­ 
es which impel them to the separation. 
“We hold these truths to be self-evident, 
that ail men are created equal, that they 
are endowed by their creator with certain 
unalienable rights, that among these are 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
That to secure these rights, governments 
are instituted among men, deriving their 
just powers from the consent of the gov­ 
erned.” 
Dr, Anson Phelps Stokes, in his monu­ 
mental book, “Church and State in the 
United States,” speaks of the founders in 
this language:

Services of Specialist Wise 
In Treatment of Eye Injury 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 


OUR Industrialized and m ech­ 
anized world has made a rising 
rate of eye injuries inevitable. 
Nonetheless, a very high per­ 
centage of these Injuries can be 
minimized lf adequate treatm ent 
Is undertaken within a few hours 
after the eye Injury occurs On 
the other 
hand, delay 
often 
means perm anent damage to the 
eye and life-long im pairm ent of 
sight. 
The symptoms which most of­ 
ten send the patient posthaste to 
the doctor for help are injury, se­ 
vere pain, swelling, infection, and 
redness of the eye, and sudden 
loss or dimming of vision. When 
any of these conditions occurs 
It Is Im portant th at the patient 
be seen as soon as possible by 
a physician trained in eye sur­ 
gery. The general practitioner 
will realize this and refer the 
patient whenever It seems need­ 
ful to do so. 
Loss of Vision 
The extent of the eye em er­ 
gency must 
be carefully 
ap­ 
praised. The am ount of loss of 
vision and the interference with 
movements of the eyeball must 
be determined. The lids and the 
eyeball themselves must be exam­ 
ined carefully for cuts, bleeding, 
swelling or increased pressure 
The boney socket of the eye must 
be carefully examined for frac­ 
ture. The eyelid and eyeball must 
be scniynized carefully to locate 
bits of dust or other Irritating 
materials. 
Recently, chemical burns of the 
eyes have been a great problem. 


In such cases, the eye must be 
irrigated for a long period of 
time with water or a salt solu­ 
tion. Some authorities even sug­ 
gest th at it would be helpful for 
a patient to “dunk'’ his whole 
head in a pail of water for the 
purpose of washing out his eye 
when a chemical 
burn takes 
place. After the eye has been 
Irrigated, a lubricating ointm ent 
is put into the eye and the pupil 
Is dilated. It is suggested that a 
patch be placed on the eye until 
such time as the wound from the 
chemical burn has healed. 
Radiant Energy 
Even more recently, radiant 
energy (energy given off by X- 
ray and atomic power! has been 
a popular subject with those in­ 
terested in eye injuries, since ex­ 
cessive exposure to this energy 
may cause cataract, or a condi­ 
tion known as glaucoma in which 
there Is an increase in the pres­ 
sure of the fluid in the eye, caus­ 
ing atrophy or wasting of th* 
nerve. 
It Is, therefore, the responsi­ 
bility of the patient In all cases 
of eye Injury to see his physician 
as soon as possible so th at he 
can make a proper diagnosis and 
refer him to an eye surgeon if 
treatm ent is needed.

“ This faith in progress was 
enormously stimulated by the 
fact that the United States was 
a virgin continent as far as West­ 
ern civilization was concerned. 
Here 
were 
vast 
areas which 
none but the Indian had ever 
known. The mere size of the con­ 
tinent, 
its plains, 
mountains, 
lakes, and rivers, forests, water­ 
falls, minerals, fertile lands— 
what we call today natural re­ 
sources—all gave a 
sense of 
latent power and made the set­ 
tlers feel that they had an oppor­ 
tunity to do creative work of a 
new character. This was also 
strengthened by the inherited 
conviction of Puritans that New 
England was a new’ Canaan and 
that they had an opportunity to 
work out here their religious 
ideals. The citizens of the em er­ 
ging United States were virtual­ 
ly all Christian men who differ­ 
ed much in m atters of church 
membership and loyalty, and in 
theological belief, and even, es­ 
pecially in the middle colonies, 
in national background, but they 
were one rn their realization that 
God was their lather and that 
they were His children, and that 
there was in all of them a spark 
of the divine life which made 
them capable of great things if 
they would live worthy of their 
birthright.’ 
Dr. Fifield has raised a great 
issue and has provided a won­ 
derful opportunity for the thou­ 
sands of religious edifices of all 
faiths to proclaim this day of 
liberty in so articulate a tone 
that all will hear—the youth who 
may have to go to war; the child 
to whom this day has heretofore 
m eant little more than an outing 
and a car ride. 
There is ample time to pre­ 
pare for such activities as Dr, 
Fifield suggests. Perhaps this is 
a way for dissolving the poison­ 
ous apathy toward A m e r i c a 
which has become the badge of 
our times.

The forthcoming indictments 
arc seen as part of a nation­ 
wide drive against Communist 
leaders in America as a direct 
outgrowth of the C.S. Supreme 
Court’s recent decision uphold­ 
ing the constitutionality of the 
Smith Aet. 
Sources close to the investiga­ 
tion said that the 
new indict­ 
ments in New York will follow 
closely the pattern established J 
by the conviction of the eleven I 
I top Communists. 
The top eleven were convicted 
of conspiracy to advocate over­ 
throw of the government by vio­ 
lence, in violation of the Smith 
; Act. 
It is expected, investigators 
; said, that the group to be indict- 
; ed in New York will be the first 
; of several groups in this and oth­ 
er areas of the United States to 
i be accused.
